Professor N. E. Wilson of the State 
Uuiversity went oat from Reno on last 
Thursday evening to gather more sam- 
ples of Nevada's soilf, and while he is 
engaged in ibe soil-gathering business 
be will enter that part of the State of 
California lyiug witbin tha basin, and 
will carry away frooi that St«tu sncb 
Of its soils as the people will permit 
him to take away. The professor is 
•nergetio and enthusiastic in his work. 
He Is a flrst-chss chemiat, which gives 
Best to his energy aud enthuaiasm. He 
IB the right mtu in the right place, and 
will be heard from in the future in the 
line of his profession. 


Be will visit Secret, Surprise, Honey 


Lake and other valleys in the State of 
California for the puipose of ascertain- 
ing if the soils in the basic, continue to 
have the vitality over the line dividing 
the States that the basin soils possess 
in Nevada. 


The writer is of the opinion that be 


will find the basin soils in the former 
Bute equnl to most soils in Nevuda 
During his lute tour to procure soil 
for analysis be visited Lovelock, in 
Hutuboldt county, where is deposited 
the most wonderful soil in North 
America. While at Lovelock he mad 
an examination of the (ground, and eat. 
eeeded in procuring for analysis man 
samples of the soils in the valley. 
Some of the fpbuimens secured ure of 
a peculiar texture, snowing maob tule 
deposit. These samples were taken one 
and one-half feet to three feet below 
the surface. Other noils secured are 


^ nlkaliue, having salt chiefly as a base, 


whiuh is readily removed by irrigation. 
Tue color of the different soils secured 
is equal to the ascertained difference 
of fertility of the earth from which va- 
rieties were t»keu, bat are rich in re- 
quired plant food, which is establiubed 
from reoeut crops produced on the 
land?. 


While engaged in looking up toils 


Professor Wilson concluded to visit a 
harvester and thresher at work in a 
•wheat fleld in the valley aod learn from 
personal observation something about 
the large wheat yield of the Lovelock 
country. When he had seen the wheat 
coming from the thresher at the rate of 
fifty bushels per acre cut and threshed 
he was satisfied that the natural soils 
of the valley were equal to the work of 
production represented. It has been 
ascertained by careful analysis that 
these soils give to sugar beets nineteen 
per cent sugar. When the wonderful 
productiveness of the soils of Nevada 
is fully ascertained and known to the 
•world th« barren soil yell will not te 
heard, as it will find B resting place 
ieaward over the mountains. When 
Professor Wilson has made an analysis 
of the many specimens of soils eeonred 
by him for tbnt purpose the JODKNAL 
will publish in full a result of big work.

Delivers Two Addresses in 


Carson and Reno. 


THE PRINCIPAL THEME 


"I Do Not Believe that the Declaration "If ¥e Had Treated the Filipinos as W 


of Independence Should not Mean 


as Much to Us as to Our 


Forefathers." 


Treated the Cubans We Would Not 


Have Had Tliis Costly and 


Bloody War." 


KVADA'S greeting to William Jennings Bryan was simply an illus- 


tration of how things arc done in the Sagebrush State. Mr 


Bryan's voice was not thg or.ly one that evidenced hard usage last 
night. Carson, Reno, Virginia and way .stations shouted themselves 
hoarse. 


It was an expectant and impatient crowd tlu.t assembled in front 


of the Oruisby House in the capital city awaiting the coming of Bryan 
and his escorts, who to the number of a dozen or more—State digni 
taries, their ladies and several cf the untitled—had driven up to the 
Nevada line to give safe convoy to the capital. 


To while the time away the entire population and the stranger 


within the gates cheered at and for everybody and everything. 
The 


Comstoek and Nevada State bands blew themselves repeatedly. 


Finally distant music was heard. The Indian School band, which 


was stationed far down the road to salute Nevada's guest, gave notice 
of his approach. 
Then, while roar of cannon and clang of bell and 


shriek of whistle were mingled with shouts from 5,oco throats, the 
stage dashed up, aud a very dusty but very pleasant face to see was 
beaming acknowledgment. 


After a brief rest Mr. Bryan was driven to the Capitol grounds. 


From the steps of the State House, which were covered with flags and 
flowers, he addressed the enthusiastic crowd. 
Governor Sadler intio- 


duced Colonel Bryan, who spoke in part as follows: 


Cy way of preface the speaker said 


that when aeked to deliver an ad- 
dress the committee invariably gave 
one of the following three reasons for 
requesting a sppech: First—All the 
people in the town voted against your 
party, and they need conversion. Sec 
ond—All voted fur if, aud deser-reto 
be rewarded. Third — The vote was 
about even, and therefore an address 
en the principle at issue is an impera- 
tive necessity. 


Nevada falls in the second class. 


Mr. Bryan eaid other things besides 
•elf-interest impelled him to epeak. Ii 
was ot less importance to him to be 
elected to office than to have the priu- 
ples of justice triumph. 


"I want to do my part to make cili 


zeuship mean what our fathers planned 
that it should mean. \Ve live iu the 
greatest nation nn earth, and I want to 
leave it better for my having fived in 
it. I believe Eepublican principles are 
wrong. That party holds the dollar 
above the m«n. Republicanism is en- 
throning money and debasing man- 
kind." 


While quoting a sentence of Abra- 


ham Lincoln's to Ilie effect that the 
dollar murk should not be engraved 
upon a party's policy someone In the 
audience proposed three cheers for Old j 
Abe. 


"Ye?," said Mr. Bryan, "three cheers 


fot Abe Lincnlul You will Hud in the 
next year and a half his sayings more 


quoted and his statesmanship more 
ndmired by Democrats than by Repub- 
licans. He stood fur the principles of 
freedom from which his party has re- 
cedtd." 


Tb_e speaker next discussed the pres- 


ent system of Federp.1 taxation, show- 
ing the glaring inequalities and injus- 
tices. 


"I come to warn you that if you go 


back on the free aud unlimited coinage 
of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1, Ne- 
braska will stay with the oauae uutil it 
triumphs. The Republican party has 
'killed' the free silver movement every 
campaign, bat next year the corpse is 
as lively as before." 


The greater portion of the address 


was devotel to anti-imperialism. 


"Imperialism is impossible without 


militarism. In 1856 we had 25,000 sol- 
diers, but now we need 100,000, and will 
continue to need them so l^ng as we 
continue to subjugate nations and 
force them to come under the flag. I 
don't believe that the people of this 
coast, who labored so long to stop the 
immigration of the Mongolians, will 
look kindly upon a possible influx of 
Malays. The subjugation of the Fili- 
pinos is an uori.hteous act. We can- 
not inject Christianity by the bayonet 
point. If it ever becomes our'manifest 
destiny'to convert the beatben with 
cannon bulls God will find other people 
thau Mark Hanna as a mouthpiece to 
reveal bis will."

In the space of fifteen minutes Mr. Bryan grasped 


the hands of several thousand people. 


The train for Reno was waiting when Mr. Bryan and family were 


driven to the station. 
A mighty cheer, or, rather, a succession of them 


broke forth as the journey toward the Riverside city began. 


Mr. Bryan had little opportunity to rest on the train.

ON THE TRAIL OF THE ASSASSIN 


Making Towards Antelope Valley 


—When He is Caught He 


May Get Short 


Shrift. 


News reaobed Reno yesterday of a 


fatal shooting affray that took place in 
Carson Valley Thursday.
